here as definite that Herrera has de- 
elared against Carranza and the Fnit- 
e<l States, but it is asserted that Tor­ 
reon is also in the hands of Villa and 
all northern Mexiso is seething

open rebellion, against the

governm ent. 
So grave is the situa­ 
tion regarded here that the military 
authorities have planned

El Paso of any arms they may have 
secreted in their hom es and enforce 
w hat wil be in effect martial law in 
“ Little Chihauhau,” the heart of the 
M exican colony in El Paso. 
All during the night El Paso waited 
sleep lessly for the warning w histles 
that would tell them that the long e x ­ 
pected outbreak had occurred. 
Three 
hundred soldiers waited under arms 
and police with rifles also w ere ready. 
Villa has established a base to the 
west of Ham aquipa to reorganize his 
command and recruit new men for his 
army, is the report current here. 
At 
this new base, it is said, Villa will 
lay his plans 
to operate with the 
force of Gen. Luis Herrera who is un­ 
derstood to have renounced the de­ 
facto 
government. 
The 
American 
army base at Columbus has had no 
new s of Villa for two days. 
So far, 
it is not believed General Pershing 
has any clashes with the outlaw and 
his band. 
Gen. Herrera, who until a 
few days ago was in command of the 
Carranza garrison, is said to be m ov­ 
ing northward to effect a juncture 
with Villa, and this, in connection 
with tho report that the Carranda gar­ 
rison at Torreon has revolted, has oc­ 
casioned grave concern 
among

arm voffjeers in El Paso. Villa men, 
augm ented by the command of Her­ 
rera, are said now to number 2000 
well equipped soldiers and m ay be in 
a position to harrass General Persh 
ing’s army and interrupt the lines of 
communication between the advance 
base of the American forces at Casas 
Grandes and the main base at Colum 
bus. 
An early agreem ent with the 
Carranza government to use the Mex­ 
ican railroad lines, is greatly desired 
by the American army officers.

St. Louis, Mo., March 20 — St. Louis, 


which has been characterized by the 


department of commerce as the “ larg­ 


est primary market for furs in the 


world,” lias been a lur center since 


its inception. 


In fact, it was the fur trade that 
was responsible for the founding of 
the city in 1764, when Pierre Laclede, 
a member of a fur trading firm in 
, 'gsw Orleans, obtained from the gov- 
Oitior of the French colony of Louis­ 
iana, of which the present state of 
Missouri was then a part, the exclu­ 
sive privilege of trading with the In­ 
dians iii the whole of the province. 
Laclede established St. Louis as a fur 
trading port and trappers and hunters 
went out from here into the nearby 
wilderness. 
By 1810 the 
post 
was 
famed in the markets of New Orleans 
and Montreal. 
$ 
In 1808 the Missouri Fur company 
was organized, and this firm extended 
its operations as far south as the Ar­ 
kansas river, north to the territory oc­ 
cupied by the Northwest company of 
Montreal and by the Hudson Bay com­ 
pany, and into the territory along the 
headquarters of the Missouri river. 
The Missouri Fur 
company 
united 
wi Ii John Jacob Astor in the forma­ 
tion of the American Fur company, 
and this company, conducted by Pierre 
Chouteau, Jr., of St. Louis, traded over 
the entire west until 1860. 
After 
that 
date 
various 
traders 
dealt in furs here ,and continued to 
bring thousands of pelts to this city 
every year.

center of America was called by the 
order of the^federal government, in 
1913 to sell the government catch of 
Alaska blue and white fox skins at 
auction in St. Louis. 
Theretofore the 
government 
furs 
has been sent to 
London. 
The sale took place December 16, 
1913, and the prices for skins were IO 
to la per cent higher than those re­ 
ceived in London the previous year. 
There was no government sale in 1914 
because the European war had caused 
a decline in prices. 
The war so ham­ 
pered the London market that traders 
all over the world looked to St. Louis 
as the place to buy furs. 
In connection with the government 
auction last October many thousand 
skins were sold for private dealers. 
The total receipts were $208,000. An- 
nouncenn it then was made that $1,- 
000,000 w nth of furs from all parts 
of the world would be soh. here be­ 
ginning 
January 
12. 
This auction 
also drew dealers representing firms 
all 
over 
the world. 
Announcement 
then was made that a still greater 
auction would take place here begin­ 
ning March 20. 
It is stated that about 
$2,000,000 worth of furs will be of­ 
fered iii the March sale.

Washington, March 21.— According 
to forest service officials the unusu­ 
ally heavy snowfall which 
Pas sig­ 
nalized the past winter in most of the 
west has materially affected national 
forest business. Timber sale receipts 
have decreased in some regions be­ 
cause logging and milling operations 
have been hampered by deep snow 
and exceptionaly cold weather. The 
same factors have given stockmen 
using 
the 
national 
forest 
ranges 
much concern, although as yet there 
have been no severe live stock losses 
reported. The foresight of the stock­ 
men in providing winter feed, which 
is now gnerally practiced, makes a 
recurrence of 
the 
former 
immense 
losses very unlikely. 
The damages 
caused by the 
snow 
and resulting 
slides and floods 
to 
forest service 
trails, telephone lines and other per­ 
manent improvements 
are 
not yet 
known, but undoubtedly are heavier 
than usual and their repair will make 
much work for the rangers. 
Most of the 
railroads 
in crossing 
the mountains of the northwest run 
for 
considerable 
distances through 
the national forests Reports'from the 
forest officers show that some of the 
roads have had a strenuous struggle 
with the snow 
to 
keep 
their lines 
open. 
The great rotaries have had 
hard work to plow* through the huge 
drifts. Snow slides have swept down 
the steep 
slopes, 
filling 
the 
cuts, 
burying the tracks to a great depth 
and not only blocking all traffic, but 
iii several cases destroying life and 
property. The slides usually occur on 
slopes where fire has destroyed the 
timber, leaving nothing to hold the 
snow' in place, according to the for­ 
estry officials, 
who 
assert 
that 
a 
thrifty stand of timber on the moun­ 
tain sides is the best possible safe­ 
guard against these destructive ava­ 
lanches. 
The deep snow' is not without its 
beneficial side, say the forest officers. 
Tt will lie along the slopes and ridges 
keeping the ground moist until late 
in the spring, and 
tints 
greatly re­ 
ducing the danger 
of 
early 
forest 
fires, which sometimes occur 
with 
serious consequences. 
A spring fire 
usually destroys little timber, green 
or dead, but 
sweeps 
rapidly 
over 
stump lands and old burns, feeding 
on the dead vegetation of the preced­ 
ing year. Its menace to property and 
life in remote settlements has been 
demonstrated more 
than 
once and 
has not 
been 
underestimated. 
By 
keeping the ground moist until it is 
^overed 
with 
green 
vegetation, 
through which fire will not mn, the 
great snow 
banks 
become 
active 
agents in preventing spring fires.

den crops which will stand cool wea­ 
ther should be put in. 
Among the 
hardiest and first to be planted are 
onions, garden peas, spinach, salsify 
and parsnips. 
Salsify and parsnips 
sprout and grow slowly, so it is a 
good plan to plant them in rows 18 
inches 
apart and 
plant 
spinach or 
onion sets between these rows. Peas 
may be planted in pairs or rows 6 
inches apart, so the peas in the tw'o 
rows of the same pair w ill support one 
another and occupy very little space. 
Each pair should be 2 feet from the 
next pair. 
The next group of cool 
crops 
to 
plant includes lettuce, radishes, pars­ 
ley and chard. Chard is valuable for 
hot weather greens as it furnishes a 
substitute for spinach in hot weather 
and provides succulent steins much 
like those of asparagus. As it starts 
slowly it is a good companiin crip for 
lettuce and radishes. 
Beets and carrots may he planted

The Nursery Inspection Law. 
As the law is not very well under­ 
stood I thought perhaps it would be 
well to call attention to it. 
The fol­ 
lowing are the most important parts 
of the text: 
Session Acts, 1913.

102-3—Any person receiving nursery 
stock brought into this state from 
outside the state 
and 
not 
accom­ 
panied by a valid certificate as above 
prescribed shall at once notify 
the 
Agricultural Experiment station.

you will notify the bureau we will 
notify them) of that fact and shall 
not allow such stock to leave his pos­ 
session until it has been duly inspect­ 
ed and released bv the Agricultural 
Experiment station. 
Any agent of 
any railroad, steamboat or express 
company or any person or persons 
carrying such property who shall fail 
to give notice to the Agricultural Ex­ 
periment station, as above provided 
shall be deemed guilty of a violation 
of this act and subject to the penalty 
proscribed in section 7.

Upon 
convic­ 
tion of a justice of the peace shall be 
find not less than $25 nor more than 
$100 for each offence, etc. 
You will see from the above that 
any one selling nursery stock without 
a state license is subject to a fine of 
from $25 to 
$100 for each 
offence. 
Likewise the farmer who receives 
nursery stock that does not have a 
certificate is liable to this fine, also 
the person delivering the goods and 
the railroad carrying them. 
If the agent who has no state per­ 
mit offers to sell you nursery stock 
kindly inform the bureau of agricul­ 
ture. 
If any stock you have bought 
does not show the certificate do the 
same; this will protect you and keep 
\ou from being liable to a fine. 
lf you are in doubt about an a g e n t 
having license call us as we have a 


list of all that are licensed in this 
state.

There are some agents operating 
without license in this county at the 
present time. We shall publish a list 
of the names that are not yet licensed 
within two weeks. 
What the License Means. 
Do not mistake their meaning. They 
by no means insure you against fraud, 
Disbanding, etc. An agent f.nd com­ 
pany may be as crooked as possible 
md still have a license. 
In fact the 
company that swindled several farm­ 
ers have since taken out license. 
The license or permit merely in­ 
sures you against diseased trees. It 
says the nursery has been duly in­ 
spected and found free from disease. 
The company is subject to heavy fine 
for violation of this license. That is 
good as far as it goes but we need 
an equally stringent law against mis­ 
branding. 
A company 
that 
does 
not take out a 
license 
should 
be 
watched. 
If they evade the law* in 
this respect w*e have no assurance 
that they w*ould not do other crooked 
things. 
It is also well to beware of the 
agent that makes claim of new dis­ 
coveries and promises unusual re­ 
sults. The nursery business is an old 
one. 
The new* ideas are not subject 
to atent and w*il not long remain the 
exclusive property of 
any 
nursery. 
The main thing is

thrifty, 
healthy trees true to name. The only 
way to do this is to deal with a com­

CHURNING HINTS FOR WINTER 


Butter-Making Troubles May Be Over­ 
come by Keeping Cream at the 
Proper Temperature. 


Troubles arising from winter butter­ 
making may largely be overcome by 
keeping the cream to be churned at 
a temperature of 52 degrees Fahren­ 
heit until two days before churning. 
when it should be placed where the 
temperature is about 75 degrees Fahr­ 
enheit. 
The cream should be kept at 58 to 
GO degrees Fahrenheit during churn­ 
ing time and when the butter collects 
into small nut sizes the buttermilk 
should be drained off and water at a 
temperature of GO degrees Fahrenheit 
should be poured over it, repeating 
the rinsing process two or three times. 
With the last rinsing, give twenty 
churning revolutions and drawT off the 
water. To work the butter, place the 
particles on a flat board and strew the 
salt over it uniformly and work just 
enough to distribute the salt evenly 
throughout the butter.

MILK ONLY WITH DRY HANDS 


Practice of Wetting Hands Is Filthy 
Habit and Liable to Cause Cow’s 
Teats to Chap. 


Milkers should be allowed to milk 
only with dry hands. The practice of 
wetting the hands with milk is a filthy 
habit and is liable to cause the cows’ 
teats to chap in the winter time. 
Milking should be done quickly and 
thoroughly, with no violent jerking of 
the teats. 
After each cow’ is milked the milk 
should be removed immediately to the 
milk house. 


Avoid Wooden Stalls. 
Stalls of wood have many flat sur­ 
faces and cracks w-hich are difficult 
to keep clean, and in case of an out­ 
break of disease are not easy to dis 
infect thoroughly.

A noted educator and sociological 
pacifist 
or. * Prof. Haves, of the Uni­

Yet, in view of what is now going 
on in Europe, there doesn’t seem to 
have been any very decided change. 
However much of a pacific veneer 
we may put on the surface, Ave hu­ 
mans are still at base distressingly 
contentious. An individual capable of 
assisting a body of men to lick an­ 
other body of men has always been a 
hero. Almost always, if his capabili­ 
ties in that line have been of a no­ 
tably high order, he* could pick out 
any reward he chose 
his special skill held 
led gladly 
subjected 
him. 
Tile tremendous 
hold 
of the suc­ 
cessful military leader is one of the 
larger facts of history. 
The 
French 
immediately forgot 
temporary inter­ 
est in such m atters as liberty, equal!- 
tv and faraternity in ecstatic devotion 
to an individual who could Ie id them 
out and wallop anybody who came in 
sight. Very soon they had no clearer 
idea v. hat the 
walloping 
war about 
than Napoleon had. It was sufficient 
that they licked the opponent. 
That was the acme of human glory 
No one really 
attempts 
to aceoum 
for it logically. There was no logica 
accounting for it. 
The phenomenon 
belongs frankly in the region of ro 
manee, where things 
explain them 
selves instinctively and emotionally 
To lick somebody is glory. And what 
is glory? Why, it is a tingling in the 
chest, a surge of blood to the head 
a sensation, no doubt, very like that 
enjoyed by the 
victorious 
dog, as 
with hack bristling and head cocked. 
he watches his vanquished foe limp 
away. 
In most 
civilized 
countries there 
has been a quite recent change of 
popuar thought 
with 
reference to 
war, and it was to this doubtless that 
the learned professor 
referred: hut 
if is bv far too new greatly to affect 
the deeper and

impulses. The first law of nature and

CUT OUT T H E PORK. 


The expression “billion dollar con­ 
gress” was heard for the first time 
about eight years ago, and since then 
congress has been 
running 
(rue to 
form, apparently 
with 
that goal in 
view. This year it is probable that 
the outlay will he close to a billion 
and a quarter, or about double the 
appropriations of a decade ago. 
The decade 
from 1870 to 1880 is 
memorable in 
that there was no in­ 
crease in government expenses. With 
that exception, though 
groat econo­ 
mies have been projected, and effect­ 
ed in Washington on paper, the gov­ 
ernment has scarcely ever in a giv­ 
en year spent less than in the year 
before, unless 
panic 
cut 
short 
its 
revenues or the close of a war en­ 
abled it to return to a peace foot­ 
ing. In the past twenty-five years not 
even panic has 
affected 
the outgo. 
while we now* spend on a peace foot­ 
ing considerably more than while at 
war with Spain. 
Broad tv speaking, 
every dollar expended 
is- a penna 
rent charge, and goes on forever. In

OUR PUBLIC FORUM 


Wm. H. Taft 
ON P R O H IB ITIO N . 


Ex-President Wm. H. Taft, In giving his views on 
prohibition, said in part: 
“Ours is a government by law; not by rule of thumb, 
but by rules of conduct which have equal application to 
all. 
Any exception to the equal operations of the law 
upon individuals is necessarily most injurious to the 
future operation of that law for the public good, because 
one exemption from its operation is certain to lead to 
others. 
The public detriment arising from violations of 
law', followed by immunity from prosecution or punish­ 
ment, can hardly be overstated. 
It is, of course, the duty 
of the legislator in the enactment of laws to consider the 
ease or difficulty with which, by reason of popular feel 
ing or popular prejudice, laws after being enacted can be enforced. 
“Nothing is more foolish, nothing more utterly at variance with sound 
public policy than to enact a law which, by reason of the conditions sur­ 
rounding the community in which it is declared to bo law ik incapable of 
enforcement. 
Such an instance is sometimes presented by sumptuary laws, 
by which the sale of intoxicating liquors is prohibited under penalty in 
localities where tho public sentiment of tho immediate community does not 
and will not sustain tho enforcement of the law'. In euch cases the legislation 
is usually the result of agitation by people in the country who are determined 
to make their fellow citizens in the city better. 
The enactment of the law 
comes through the country representatives, who form a majority of the 
legislature; but the enforcement of the law is among the people who are 
generally opposed to its enactment, and under such circumstances the law 
is a dead letter. This result is the groat argument in favor of so-called local 
option, w'hich is really an instrumentality for determining whether a law 
can be enforced before it is made operative. In cases where tho sale of liquor 
cannot be prohibited in fact, it is far better to regulate and diminish the 
evil than to attempt to stamp it out. By the enactment of a drastic law and 
the failure to enforce it there is injected into fhe public mind the idea that 
laws are to be observed or violated according to the will of those affected. 
I need not say how altogether pernicious such a loose theory is. 
General 
Grant said that the way to secure the repeal of a bad law w'as to enforce it. 
But when the part of the community which enacts the law is not the part 
affected by its enforcement, this is not a practicable method. 
“The constant violation or neglect of any law leads to a demoralized view 
of all laws. and the choice of the laws to be enforced then becomes as uncer­ 
tain as the guess of a political executive in respect to public opinion is likely 
to make it. Such a policy constantly enlarges in tho community the class of 
men with whom the sacredness of law does not exist.”

THE RAVAGES OF FOREST FIRES 


In 1915 300.000 acres of National Land 
Was Burned Over. 
Washington, 
March 
24.—Forest 
fires burned over not quite 300,000 
acres of national forest land in 1915, 
according to official reports just com­ 
piled, or less than two 
acres 
per 
thousand 
Out of a total 
of 
6,324 
fires, 346, or 5% per cent, did damage 
to the amount of $100 or more. 
The timber loss 
wras 
156,000,000 
board feet, valued at $190,000.00. 
Al­ 
though the season wras regarded as 
one of unusual exposure, owing to 
delayed fall rains, the loss wras ha- 
teriallv below* the average of the last 
five years. 
Over 87 per cent of this 
loss occurred in the states of Oregon, 
Washington and Idaho, w*hile more 
than 72 per cent was in Oregon alone. 
Besides the timber loss, fires de­ 
stroyed reproduction, of young tree* 
gt'owth, of an estimated value of $160,- 
000. and $3,407 w'orth of forage. 
The 
loss per fire in 1915 w*as $60.41, which 
is $14 03 less than the five year aver-

FEED FOR FATTENING STEERS 


Result of Interesting Experiment at 
South Dakota Station With Si­ 
lage and Mill Products. 


The South Dakota station reports a 
test made in which three lots of year­ 
ling steers of four head each were fed 
during a 145-day feeding period, each 
lot receiving all the silage the steers 
would eat and 12 pounds of a by-prod­ 
uct, this being for lot one oil meal, 
lot two cotton seed meal, and lot 
three dried distillers’ grains. The av­ 
erage daily gains per head were 2.45, 
1.95, and 2.17 pounds, respectively; 
and during the first ninety days 2.69, 
2.08, and 2.48 pounds. The estimated 
cost per pound of gain was 5.86, 6.44, 
and 5.5 cents. 
In two other lots grain was substi­ 
tuted for one-half, by weight, of the 
silage fed in the former lots, lot four 
receiving oats and lot five, corn. The 
former lot made average daily gains 
of 2.18 pounds per head, the latter 
2.09, and during the first ninety days 
2.3 and 2.01 pounds, respectively, cost­ 
ing 6.88 and 8.22 cents per pound of 
gain. The average amount of gain for 
the 146-day feeding period was as fol­ 
lows: 
Lot one, 19.7 pounds of silage 
and 1.2 pounds of oil meal; lot tw'o, 
21.2 pounds of silage and 1.5 pounds 
of cotton seed meal; lot three, 20.3 
pounds of silage and 1.3 pounds of 
dried distilled grains; lot four, 10.9 
pounds of silage and 4.7 pounds of 
oats; and lot five, 11.6 pounds of si­ 
lage and 5.9 pounds of shelled corn. 


Danger With Alfalfa.

Agriculture, will test every e ar of 
corn this year before they plant it. 
The seed corn situation, Mr. Vrooman 
says, is probably m ore serious now’ 
than it bas been for years. 
On ac­ 
count of the late, cold season and the 
heavy frosts in the northern half of 
tin* corn belt, ripened naturally and 
at the tim e of the first 
hard 
much of it still contained 
a 
large 
am ount of m oisture. 
“T esting seed corn is 
alw’avs 
a 
w ile precaution,” said Mr. Vrooman, 
“but this year it is a necessary one. 
Every farm er should test 
his 
seed 
this spring by the individual ear test. 
I No m atter how* much confidence you 
I 
have in the m an yQU buy seed from, 
m ake a test and know for yourself 
th at the seed is good, 
lf the seed 
is not good, you can get some other 
that is. 
“ V num ber of seed m en w’ho have 
well constructed seed houses report 
that Uie> find the early picked seed 
torts very satisfactorily, but the seed 
picked later, even if properly dried, 
is very unsatisfactory. 
One test in 
N ortheastern N ebraska 
showed 
per cent of the 
early 
field-picked 
seed to be good, wrhile only 68 per 
cent of the crib-selected seed germ in­ 
ated. 
In m any sections of N orthern 
Iowa and Illinois the percentage of 
I good seed is much lower, even w hen 
the seed w’as picked before frost and 
properly dried, while seed picked from 
tho wagon at husking time, or from 
the crib is practically w orthless as 
seed.

Will Inspect Naval Conditions in the 
Belligerent Nations. 


Tokio, May 
24.—R ear 
Admiral S. 
Akiyama, director of the m ilitary af­ 
fairs bureau of the navy departm ent, 
has been ordered to proceed to Eu­ 
rope on a mission of inspecting the 
naval conditions 
of 
the belligerent 
nations. A fterward he will visit the 
United States. He will start on his 
mission March 25 by way of Siberia, 
accompanied by Commander K. Ya- 
manashi. 
This is the 
first 
Japanese naval 
mission to inspect the 
situation 
in 
the theater of war. Talking of his as­ 
signment, 
R ear 
Admiral 
Akiyama 
said: “The object lies in the inspec­ 
tion of m ilitary and technical affairs 
in the belligerent zone. My trip will 
cover about seven months. 
I shall 
first go to Russia and then visit Eng­ 
land, France and Italy through Swe­ 
den. Thence I intend 
to 
go to the 
Balkans and also visit Egypt. Later 
I shall cross 
over 
to 
l i e 
United 
States and study naval affairs there 
before returning home. 
As 
to the 
activities of the German navy, I ex­ 
pect to m ake a study of it from Swe­ 
den.” 
Rear Admiral Akiyama 
is know’n 
as one of the ablest officers 
of the 
Japanese navy. 
His fame was es­ 
tablished in the Russo-Japanese war, 
when he w’as chief 
of 
staff of the 
combined squadrons 
under Admiral 
Togo. Com m ander Yamanashi, 
who 
accompanies 
Admiral 
Akiyama 
on 
the tour, is also an able and promis­ 
ing officer. 
H e rendered service in 
successfully conducting the joint op- 
perations of the Japanese 
and Brit­ 
ish fleets at Tsing-lau, being chief of 
staff of Admiral Kato.

W ashington, D. C., March 24.—South 
American m arkets for textiles, w ear­ 
ing apparel and electrical goods of all 
kinds are to be investigated by the 
bureau of foreign and domestic com­ 
merce, departm ent of commerce. The 
bureau has appointed Philip S. Smith, 
of New’ York, to take up the work 
on electrical appliance m arkets, and 
he will sail about the middle of April. 
W. A. Tucker, of M assachusetts, will 
leave about the same time for South 
America to study the m arkets for tex­ 
tiles and wearing apparel. 
One of the principal imports into 
South America is textiles, particularly 
cotton goods, and the United States 
has heretofore supplied a much small­ 
er part of this commodity than many 
of 
our 
European competitors. 
Mr. 
Tucker will inquire into the reasons 
why European goods have dominated 
the m arket and will collect samples 
showing tfie class of textiles in de­ 
mand. 
Mr. Smith also 
will 
collect 
samples of electrical appliances, to­ 
gether with catalogues and price lists. 
H. G. Brock, of the bureau's staff, will 
accompany Mr. Tucker to do special 
work, including an 
investigation 
of 
the markets for boots and shoes.

a series of tests to determine the rela­ 
tive profits in farming fertile land as 
compared with land 
less 
productive 
The tests were conducted in Johnson 
county, Missouri. The report on them 
says in part: 
“The farms were grouped accord­ 
ing to crop yields. 
The average yield 
of corn on those farms that ran more 
than twenty per cent above the aver­ 
age for all crops was 45% bushels per 
acre. 
The average value of this land 
was $69. 
The farms running from I 
to 20 per cent above the average yield 
of the region for all crops averaged 
36% bushels of corn. 
The farms run­ 
ning from I to 20 per cent below the 
average yield of this region gave 31% 
bushels of corn and was 
valued 
at 
$63. The farms yielding more than 20 
per cpnt below the average gave an 
average yield of corn of 24% bushels 
and {had an average value of $59 per 
acre. 
“If we make our 
comparison 
on 
corn alone, some interesting results 
are obtained. 
The average cost of 
growing a 45% bushel yield on land 
valued at $69 per acre is $13.61. This 
counts interest at 5 per cent, taxes, 
use of machinery, labor, seed and all 
other charges. 
The cost of producing 
a 38% bushel crop, figured in exactly 
the same way, is $13.03. 
For a 31% 
bushel crop the cost is $12.45.

24.—The 
League to Enforce Peace, of which ex- 
President Taft is head, has started a 
movement to have the political par­ 
ties in the coming national conven­ 
tions at St. Louis and Chicago insert 
planks in their platforms 
endorsing 
the proposal that a league of nations 
be formed for the purpose of insuring 
future world peace, by the establish­ 
ment of international 
tribunals 
to 
which international disputes can be 
referred, such nations to pledge their 
joint armed 
and 
economic 
forces 
against any signatory which declares 
war or begins hostilities prior to a 
recourse to such tribunals. 
The League to Enforce Peace is not 
an 
antipreparedness 
organization, 
nor is its aims to end the present 
European war. 
For the purpose of gaining recogni­ 
tion at St. Louis and Chicago, tho 
Taft Peace League has begun an ac­ 
tive campaign in each state to have 
introduced in local party platforms 
the following unifprm plank prepared 
by the league’s 
national 
executive 
committee: 
“We endorse the proposal that a 
league of nations be formed for joint 
action under such regulations as such 
league shall adopt against any rn* 
tlon w’hich proposes to 
make 
war 
without prior recourse to such world 
tribunals and methods of conciliation 
as such league of nations shall have 
duly approved.” 
The national executive committee 
has sent instructions to its officers, 
and 
tepresentatives 
every wrhere 
throughout the 
country, 
requesting 
them to acquaint delegates 
to 
the 
state conventions of all parties, w hat 
it is proposed to do, urging upon them 
the adoption of the plank in local 
party platforms. 
“It will he readily understood” the 
letter says “that unless ihe ground is 
prepared by such action in local pol­ 
itical units, we shall have difficulty 
in securing the insertion of the plank 
in the platforms at the state and na­ 
tional conventions.” 
’T'he Taft league’s membership com­ 
prises many well known leaders in 
political circles.

David R. Francis, of Missouri, 
just appointed ambassador to Russia; 
former Ambassador to France Myron 
T. Herrick, Gov. Samuel W. McCall, 
of Massachusetts, Gov.

The platform of the Taft league, in 
full, as adopted last June at Phila­ 
delphia in Independence hall, is: 
We believe it to be desirable for 
the United States to join a league of 
nations binding the signatories to the 
following: 
First. All 
justiciable 
questions 
arising between the signatory pow’ers, 
not settled by negotiation, shall, sub­ 
ject to the limitations of treaties, be 
submitted to a judicial tribunal forj 
hearing and judgment, both upon the 
merits and upon any issue as to its 
jurisdiction of the question. 
Second. 
All other questions aris­ 
ing between the signatories and not 
settled by negotiation, shall he sub­ 
mitted to a council of conciliation for 
hearing, consideration 
and 
recom­ 
mendation. 
Third. The signatory powrers shall 
jointly use forthwith both their econ­ 
omic and military forces against any 
one of their number that goes to war, 
or commits acts of hostility against 
another of the signatories before any 
question arising shall be submitted, 
as provided in the foregoing. 
(No provision is made for the en­ 
forcement of the 
decree, 
however. 
Under the plan, nations 
may 
fight 
after arDitration, if they feel that jus­ 
tice demands it.) 
Fourth. Conferences between the 
signatorv powers shall be held from 
time to time to formulate and codify 
rules of international law’, which, un­ 
less some signatory shall signify its 
dissent within a stated period, shall

Export Quantity of Bromide. 


Osaka, Japan, 
March 24.—Accord­ 
ing to the Mainichi, Japan is export­ 
ing to Great Britain great quantities 
of bromide, which is used in the pro­ 
duction of poison gas. Germany has 
inexhaustible rock 
salt 
beds, from 
which bromide is obtained. Japan has 
no rock skiff, but has great areas of 
salt farms in the southern districts 
of the empire. 
The brine which is 
left after the table salt is extracted 
has had a limited use in the past as 
a fertilizer and as an ingredient in 
bean custard. 
The war, which stopped the impor- 
tion of 
dyestuffs 
and 
drugs 
from 
Germany, caused manufacturers here 
to start chemical factories, and 
one 
of these 
discovered 
that 
bromide 
could be had from brine. 
A sample 
was sent to 
England 
and Japanese 
bromide making is now’ a regular and 
fruitful industry.

London, March 24.—A reduction in 
the prison estimates of the British 
ises for the coming 
year of about 
$500,000, or 12 per cent, and the shut­ 
ting up in whole or in part of scores 
of prisons are some 
of the visible 
evidences of the reduction of crime 
owing to the w’ar, according to the 
report of the commissioners of pris­ 
ons .Of the tw’enty prisons closed or 
in process of being closed eleven 
have been closed entirely, all being 
situated in tow*ns of 
moderate size, 
like Chelmsford, 
Hereford, Safford, 
St. Albans, etc. 
The biggest drop in crime was no­ 
ticed in the year ending M a r c h , 191>, 
w’hen the percentage 
was 281 
per 
100.000 population. 
The 
fi^al >~ear 
now’ drawing to a close 
is expected 
to show* a still further d e c r e a s e in 
crime, the reports say.
